DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on August 1 9, 2009 was 
filed after the mailing date of the Ex Parte Quayle action on July 2, 2009. The 
submission is in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the 
information disclosure statement is being considered by the examiner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-3 are allowed as presented by the applicant. The following is a 
statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter. Regarding Claim 1 , 
the prior art discloses most of the claimed invention; however, the prior art does not 
expressly disclose a tightening land formed between an upper end of said external 
tightening thread and said seal ring mounting part. The closest prior art to the claimed 
invention are the following: Kraus (2006/0102631), Newhouse et al. (5,429,845), and 
Hathaway et al. (2002/0125205).
